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Preface 


This report is the twenty-eighth edition of its kind published on an 
annual basis by Agriculture Canada. It features statistics and a review 
of the operating results of agricultural marketing boards in Canada. 
The tables were prepared from basic data supplied by the individual 
boards in response to a mail survey taken in conjunction with the 
provincial governments. No evaluation was attempted. The continued 
assistance of all involved is gratefully acknowledged. 

This report considers only boards affecting agricultural products. All 
types of agricultural bodies that perform marketing board functions 
(agencies, boards, commissions, federations, etc.) are included, 
whatever their degree of producer control or their legal designation. 
Although some bodies are government agencies rather than producer 
boards, all are presented in order to indicate the extent of marketing 
board participation in moving agricultural products from the farm 
gate into the food marketing system. 


In the tables the data are presented for only one federal board, the 
Canadian Wheat Board (CWB). Producers’ receipts under the Canadian 
Egg Marketing Agency (CEMA), the Canadian Turkey Marketing 
Agency (CTMA) and the Canadian Chicken Marketing Agency (CCMA), 
are attributed to the provincial boards through which they originate. 
Data on the Canadian Dairy Commission (CDC), which co-ordinates the 
national market-sharing plan for industrial milk, are also attributed to 
the appropriate provincial boards. All other boards operate under 
provincial authority. 
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Marketing Boards 


Introduction 


A marketing board has been defined as "a 
compulsory horizontal marketing organization for 
primary and processed natural products operating 
under government delegated authority. The 
compulsory feature means that all farms 
producing a given product in a specified region are 
compelled by law to adhere to the regulations of a 
marketing plan. The horizontal aspect means that 
marketing boards control the output of all farms 
participating in the particular marketing scheme 
and that they aggregate the supply from all farms 
up to a chosen or permitted level. Government 
authority through legislation is essential to achieve 
the required compulsion. The power of the boards 
utilizing this authority is generally wide enough to 
affect the form, time and place of sales and 
directly or indirectly, the prices." 1 

Over the years, however, as the marketing 
board system has evolved not all boards would 
meet the aforementioned criteria. Some boards, 
although operating as marketing boards in most 
respects and although established under 
marketing board legislation, are not compulsory. 
Producers may choose whether to participate or 
not. These boards are included in the statistics, 
nevertheless, in the earlier mentioned interest of 
covering the whole extent of marketing board 
participation in the agricultural marketing system. 

Marketing boards are regulated by either the 
federal or provincial governments or both. A 
provincial board has jurisdiction over an

agricultural product produced and sold within the 
province. Goods passing into interprovincial and 
export trade come under federal jurisdiction. 
Under the Agricultura! Products Marketing Act of 
1949, however, a provincial board may have its 
authority over a product produced in that province 
expanded to include its regulation in 
interprovincial and export trade. As of recent 
years, about three-quarters of the boards, have 
been granted this authority. Four boards 
established under federal legislation have been 
operating national marketing plans for industrial 
milk, eggs, turkeys and chickens in conjunction 
with the provincial boards responsible for these 
products (except for the broiler board in Alberta 
which is not a member of the national plan for 
chickens). However, the Alberta board, since 
mid-1983, has been participating in a working 
agreement with the national chicken board to 
control production in the province. A fifth federal 
board acts as the marketing agent for most of the 
grain grown in the Prairie Provinces. 


Marketing board functions may include 
negotiating prices, designating specific sales 
agents, establishing marketing quotas, setting 
transportation allowances or other matters related 
to the marketing of specific agricultural 
commodities. Some marketing boards may collect 
levies from persons producing or marketing a 
product. The levies are used in performing the 
functions of the boards which may include the 
equalization of returns to producers. 
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Review of Marketing Boards in an 
Evolving Farm Economy 


Marketing boards for the better part of their 
history which goes back some sixty years have 
operated in a farm economy which has been in a 
more or less continuing state of evolution brought 
on by the relentless advance of technological 
progress and innovation — improved crop varieties, 
scientific breeding programs for livestock, 
commercial fertilizers and agricultural chemicals, 
farm management programs, commodity 
specialization etc. Thus agricultural productivity 
has grown in recent decades at what would have 
seemed unbelievable rates in an earlier era. 
Whereas a century ago farm production barely 
met the needs of the nation although a majority of 
the population was so engaged; in the 1980's as 
well as in most of the post World War II era, the 
problem has been one of restraining farmers from 
over production. Otherwise ruinously low prices 
could force a large portion of the farming 
community which at present only represents about 
four percent of the population (down from 27 
percent in 1941), out of business with 
accompanying disastrous disruptions in 
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agricultural production and possible long term 
shortages of some products. 

Marketing boards were originally established to 
give farmers some bargaining strength and ensure 
fair play in a situation where a large number of 
farmers dealt with a relatively small number of 
buyers. In this way all the producers of a given 
commodity would more or less achieve the going 
price, whatever that might happen to be given the 
particular supply demand relationship at the time. 
This is still the main function of about half the 
marketing boards to-day and they have been 
reasonably successful. 

In recent decades though, it came to be 
recognized that for many farm commodities 
bargaining strength alone was not enough, 
alleviation of the aforementioned over production 
trend was an even more pressing problem. 
Producers of similar commodities under a 
marketing board must be able to produce in an 
organized fashion so that their total production 
approximates the demands of the market place. 
Such a system is usually referred to as “supply 
management" and its chief characteristic is the 
quota system whereby each producer may only 
produce and/or market a maximum quantity of the 
particular commodity.

Without this type of concerted action 
production and prices tend to rise and fall in an 
erratic manner with shortages one year and 
surpluses the next and back to shortages in a 
future year. Along the way of course many 
farmers are forced out of business in the bad years 
and the entire agricultural community and related 
industries are forced to operate in an atmosphere 
of anxiety and uncertainty. 

With a rationalized system of agricultural 
production consumers are provided with a fairly 
steady supply of products, subject to occasional 
interruption from severe weather or international 
disorders at stable price levels while at the same 
time farmers are able to produce in the knowledge 
that they will not be facing the year to year 
uncertainties of wildly fluctuating markets. Thus 
the benefits of a well managed marketing board 
system accrue to both producers and consumers. 

At the same time marketing boards attempt to 
ease and moderate the ongoing transition process 
necessitated by increasing productivity, toward a 
smaller number of larger and more productive 
farms. Greater productivity almost always implies 
larger size (economies of scale). More 
sophisticated machinery and production processes 
involve a higher fixed cost of producton which 
must be spread over a larger volume of output to 
realize a lower cost per unit of output. Greater 
productivity also implies increased specialization - 
to master advanced and sophisticated technical 
expertise one must usually concentrate on one 
type of commodity. Thus as farms become larger 
they also tend to become more concentrated in 
one crop or livestock sector. 

As can be seen from Figures 1 and 2 the number 
of farms has decreased steadily although at 
varying rates over the years while average farm 
size has risen. At the same time the larger size 
farms (those with sales over $50,000) have 
increased both in number and as a percentage of 
total farm numbers and a corresponding shrinkage 
has taken place in the smaller size farm sector. 
Average output per farm has also obviously risen. 
Farm population (persons living on farms) has 
declined and farm machinery in use has risen as the 
number of farms has declined over the years while 
total farm area in Canada has remained largely 
unchanged in a range of 165-175 million acres 
since 1941. 

The advances in farm productivity and changes 
in domestic and export demand have also 
obviously affected the structure of the farm sector 
as producers tend to shift from one commodity to 
another or move out of farming altogether. 

On the one hand producers capable of adjusting 
more readily to new technology tend to shift 


toward the products with rising productivity and 
away from those with declining prospects. On the 
other hand many small and medium size operators 
who find it difficult to adapt to and acquire the 
necessary capital for sophisticated new production 
techniques tend to leave those commodities where 
productivity is advancing with the application of 
new technology. Thus between 1971 and 1981 the 
number of grain and other crop farms rose 18 and 
14 percent respectively while mixed, dairy, other 
livestock and poultry farms declined by 53, 32, 36 
and 16 percent respectively. 

Figures 3 and 4 give an outline of marketing 
board performance in constant dollars in the 
context of total farm cash receipts and net income 
along with a perspective on total agricultural 
production in the overall economy. The table 
below indicates the fluctuating structure of 
agricultural production as between the major 
commodities as measured by farm cash receipts.

Farm cash receipts are seen as declining slightly 
over the ten year period in an irregular pattern 
with farm cash receipts through marketing boards 
generally following the trend. However the 
boards’ percentage of farm cash receipts dipped 
markedly toward the middle of the period 
reflecting the shifting share of farm cash receipts 
represented by grains, the largest commodity and 
cattle and calves the second largest commodity, 
which until recently did not have any of its receipts 
under the jurisdiction of marketing boards (other 
than educational and promotional). Agricultural 
production as a percentage of gross domestic 
product declined slightly in the period while 
realized net farm income took a decided drop 
almost 50 percent, as farmers experienced the pain 
of high interest rates and a cost price squeeze with 
farm input costs rising and farm product prices 
declining.

Statistical Review 


Receipts to farmers marketing their produce under 
the jurisdiction of marketing boards rose a 
moderate $388 million or three and one-half 
percent in 1984-85. 

Substantial gains in dairy products, hogs, 
poultry, cattle and calves, and eggs outdistanced 
sizeable declines in grains and tobacco. 


Hogs 


Hog marketings rebounded from the previous 
year’s downturn with a strong gain of $131 million 
or 12 percent. It was the export market that 
provided the lift as Canadian consumption of pork 
products declined in the face of increased beef and 
poultry supplies. As domestic supply in the United 
States declined and the U.S. dollar rose against its 
Canadian counterpart a strong pull from south of 
the border developed and the dollar value of 
Canadian exports soared almost 30 percent to the 
$700 million level. The western provinces were the 
major beneficiaries of this surging American 
demand for Canadian live hogs and pork. 


Poultry 


Broiler board returns soared 17 percent, an 
accelerated continuation of the previous year’s 
rising trend. Although production rose, almost ten 
percent, it failed to meet demand so import levels 
were raised although they could not be fully met 
in the early part of the year due to an outbreak of 
Avian flue in the United States. Producer prices 
rose strongly partly due to higher feed costs but 
more significantly due to the tight supply demand 
situation. The latter presumably reflecting a 
continuing rebound in consumer disposable 
income as the economy continued its up trend 
from the lows of the 1982 recession. The 
Newfoundland broiler board showed the greatest 
percentage increase in returns to producers, up 37 
percent. Turkey board members’ returns did not 
fare as well as those under broiler boards, indeed 
Ontario showed a slight decline for the period. 
Although prices were up on lower supplies, 
domestic disappearance and exports were down 
about two percent. Quebec which has one board 
covering both broilers and turkeys showed strong 
gains in both commodities of 23 percent and 12 
percent respectively. Egg board receipts rose $51 
million or 14 percent, however about three 
quarters of this gain was due to the inclusion of 
the first year’s results of the new hatchery board in 


Ontario. If this figure is removed and the previous 
year’s figures are adjusted to include the hatchery 
board in Alberta, which had been shown under 
Other, then the gain in returns to egg producers is 
a modest four percent which compares with farm 
cash receipt results. All of the increase in returns 
was due to higher prices; production fell on a five 
percent quota cutback enacted by the Canadian 
Egg Marketing Agency in January 1984. 


Grains 


Wheat board returns registered the biggest dollar 
drop in producer receipts down $175 million or 
about four percent. It was a year when export 
demand rose, mainly due to the Soviet Union but 
world supplies also rose so prices were under 
pressure. In Canada itself available supplies were 
reduced due to severe drought in parts of the 
Prairies. So the Wheat Board was able to sell 
everything of the required grades which were 
available at somewhat lower prices and could have 
sold more. 

Ontario grain board results rose 18 percent on a 
moderate gain by the wheat board and a 
proportionately huge gain by the seed corn board. 
The winter grain board in Nova Scotia registered a 
ten percent increase over the previous year’s 
adjusted figure. 


Tobacco 


Tobacco boards were the biggest casualty in 
1984-85 as their returns to producers fell $62 
million or 16 percent with most of the damage 
occurring in Ontario. With domestic demand 
continuing its downward trend of several years in 
the face of continuing anti-smoking campaigns 
and world prices slumping as expanding supplies 
outstrip growing demand, particularly from Third 
World countries, the situation for Canadian 
tobacco farmers turned bleak in 1984-85 with the 
future looking worse. 


Vegetables 


Vegetable board returns were mixed across the 
country. Ontario based on processing crops, 
Quebec with a huge increase in potato production 
which more than offset much lower prices and 
British Columbia with continued growth in 
mushroom marketing showed good gains. 
Manitoba and Alberta showed declines on poor 
weather and poor markets but the big downer was 
in the Maritimes where returns plunged on 
sagging potato prices. 
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Dairy 


Dairy producers’ returns rose eight percent 
reflecting mostly adjustments to costs of 
production. Quantity of milk and cream sold at 
the farm level was almost unchanged from the 
previous year. 


Wood 


Wood board marketings edged up on mixed 
results. The New Brunswick boards registered a 
strong 30 percent rise in returns as their main 
customer the Canadian pulp and paper industry 
went all out to supply the surging American 
publishing industry which was growing at twice 
the rate of the thriving U.S. economy. The Quebec 
wood boards however seem to have missed out on 
the good times as their production and receipts 
actually declined in the period. 


Other 


Other significant changes include the cattle (beef) 
board in Manitoba way up in revenues but not 
really comparable in only its second reporting year. 
Presumably producers are taking a while to avail 
themselves of the new facilities. Greenhouse 
bedding plants in New Brunswick, a small board 
saw its returns to producers double. Fruit board 
receipts were only moderately up on the adjusted 
figures for the previous year but the significant 
point is that the large tree fruit board in British 
Columbia has restricted its authority to the export 
market starting in 1983-84. Thus producer receipts 
through fruit boards in the province were only 
approximately half the level of 1982-83 for the 
past two reporting years. For the remaining 
boards, results were largely unchanged from 
1983-84. 


Number of Boards and Membership 


The number of marketing boards was little 
changed from the previous year, up one at 136 
(Tables 2 and 3). So too the breakdown by type, 
function and province. On a provincial basis 
Newfoundland added two reporting boards: for 
vegetables and hogs. The province, which had 
only one board four years previously reported five 
boards for 1984-85 with 247 members and $33 
million in producer receipts. Across the country 
board membership declined about 7,000 or two 
percent. Quebec and Ontario accounted for most 
of the change with lesser numbers of wood board 
members and soybean shippers respectively. 


Prairie grain shippers slid by one thousand, while 
membership in promotional boards rose more 
than 2,000 with the addition of the new cattle 
board in New Brunswick. 


Market Share 


Marketing boards’ share of farm cash receipts 
declined three percentage points to 56 in 1984-85. 
There was no change in the two largest commodity 
groups, grains and dairy products and little or no 
change in the medium size groups. The "other" 
group, a catch-all for what doesn’t appear under 
the main commodity groups accounted for 
practically all of the decline in marketing board 
share. Part of this was due to a decline in tobacco 
board receipts but the bulk of it occurred from a 
hefty rise in stabilization, deficiency and crop 
insurance program payments which are not 
attributed to marketing boards and a substantial 
gain in floriculture and nursery receipts, an area in 
which agricultural marketing boards are not 
heavily represented. 

Looking at marketing boards’ share of farm 
cash receipts on a provincial basis, Alberta and 
Saskatchewan slid five and eight percentage 
points respectively owing mainly to the 
above-mentioned increase in stabilization and 
crop insurance payments. New Brunswick and 
Prince Edward Island shares plunged on the 
down-turn in the potato market. Newfoundland 
showed a strong increase in marketing board 
share, up 15 percentage points to 80 as the new 
hog and vegetable boards put in their first 
appearance in the statistics as operating entities. 


New Boards 


Five new marketing boards were established in 

1984-85: 

- the Saskatchewan Broiler Hatching Egg 
Producers’ Marketing board 

- the Manitoba Broiler Hatching Egg Commission 

- the Ontario Sheep Marketing Agency 

- Syndicat Spécialisé des Producteurs d‘Oeufs 
d'Incubation du Québec (Quebec Hatching Egg 
Producers’ Syndicate) 

- the New Brunswick Tobacco Marketing Board.
